The com- 
mittee, he said, needed information on 
which to base legislation to prevent 
ruthless pay slashes, particularly by 
those industries protected by the tar-

Speaking for his resolution, Condon 
said that “propaganda is being spread 
by industries in order to effect fur- 
ther wage cuts, although many of the 
industries are continuing to grant divi- 
dends.”’ 

“Wages paid to labor in many in- 
dustries have been drastically cut dur- 
ing the depression, notwithstanding 
the urgent appeal of President Hoover 
against such a policy,” he said. “Wage 
cutting has now become general 
through the country and is being de- 
fended on the ground that it is nec- 
essary in order to maintain employ- 
ment and enable invested capital to 
operate at a profit. 

“This contention is in direct con- 
tradiction to the theory that reduc- 
tions of wages would seriously ag- 
gravate the economic crisis in this 
country.”

He stands for security as a pre- 
requisite to disarmament and with 
him as premier it is not likely that 
there will be any change in the French 
policy as presented to the disarma- 
ment conference at Geneva. On the 
contrary, he intimated that M. Tar- 
dieu would go back to Geneva wand 
resume his place at the head of the 
French delegation there. 

Paul Painleve is a baker's son, and 
long before he went to the chamber of 
deputies in 1906 he had gained inter- 
national prominence as a mathemati- 
cian, His first political fame outside 
his own country came in 1917 when, 
as premier and minister off war, he 
proclaimed the policy of “wii 
the Americans.” 

That brought down upon hifi 4 
charge” of defeatism and his gavern- 
ment was overthrown, Georges Clem- 
enceau succeeded him as premier and 
he did not come back to power un- 
til 1924 when he apepared as leader 
of the socialists.

Washington’s Hopes for 
Early Peace Dashed by 
Issuance of Japanese Ul- 
timatum on Evacuation. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—(/)— 
From the state department today 
came an emphatic denial of charges 
that the United States aided in fram- 
ing the note of the council of ‘the 
League of Nations to Japan. 

A spokesman of the Tokyo foreign 
office had charged Anmierican  influ- 
ence in drawing the note which 
urged Japan to evacuate Chinese ter- 
ritory and respect her treaty rights. 

The denial was followed by a. elari- 
fication of “this governnient's “afti- 
tide towlled damage to Amegican life 
hand “property in the. Shanghat _In- 
ternational Séttlement during impend- 
ing major clashes. 

It was made known that Consul 
General Cunningham informed Chi- 
nese and Japanese officials two weeks 
ago that both would be held respon- 
sible if Americans were injured or 
their belongings damaged. 

The same action is believed to 
have been taken by British and 
French consular officers in Shang- 
hai. 

Great Britain has already had two 
sailors killed by a shell in the In- 
ternational Settlement and ‘the big 
battle which seems imminent is await- 
ed with apprehension by all interested 
owers,

Two Crops.of Cotton in Year 


Growing two stalks of corn where 
only one grew before long: has been 
a farming maxim, but Senator Fred 
Hand, of Pelham, ‘an exponent of pro- 
gressive agriculture, is counting heav- 
ily now on hig two full crops of 
— this year where only one grew 
ast. 

The attempt, the south Georgia 
senator said Thursday, is well beyond 
the experimental stage and unless a 
sharp spell of cold weather sets in he 
expects tenants on one of his farms 
to be picking cotton while others, ori 
nearby acres, are giving the “regular” 
1932 crop its first chopping. 

Unseasonable weather prompted the 
senator to rt and produce two crops 
on the same land this year. Although 
planting in sections of Texas is ordi- 
narily several weeks ahead of Geor- 
gia, no attempt has been made to 
grow but one crop annually on that 
fertile soil, Senator Hand said. 

“I am not going to try the two-crop 
plan out on a big scale,” he explained, 
“but I am going to set aside six 


acres. . 
“The 1931 stalks have never been 


killed and the warm weather has 
caused them to blossom again. Some 
of the blossoms are small but others 
are almost normal and the bolls are 
surprisingly large. It looks now that 
the first crop ought to be out of the 
field by late May or early June, in 
time to turm the furrows for a sec- 
ond crop.” 

In a commercial sense, the senator 
said. there will be a sharp reduction 
in this year’s crop. due, first, to gen- 
eral economte conditions and, second, 
to the fact that the boll weevil has 
been thriving on the mid-summer 
weather. /

CHINESE BOMBARDMENT 
FOLLOWS JAP ULTIMATUM

SHANGHAI, Feb. 19.—(Friday)— 
Chinese guns replied today to Japan's 
ultimatum demanding Chinese evacua- 
tien of Shanghai with a bombardment 


of the Chapei battlefront in which, 
Japanese~ headquarters said, three 
Japanese bluejackets were killed. 

The bombardment was ‘interpreted 
by Japanese army officers as a ges- 
ture of defiance. The defenders’ guns 
dropped shells around the Japanese 
consulate and the flagship Idzumo in 
the Whangpoo river during the night 
to show, apparently, that the Chinese 
were holding fast. 

China furthermore piled up _ her 
troops, guns and ammunition, kept 
up a desultory firing-on Japanese 
lines and otherwise gave no indica- 
tion of accepting the demand that her 
forees leave Shanghai before sundown 
Saturday, or-face all the power at 
Japan's command. 

The Japanese onslaught seemed al- 
most certain to begin some time after 
o p. m. tomorrow. 

China’s nineteenth toute army dug 
deep into its positions about Shang- 
hai and away toward Woosung, mass- 
ing reserve troops, strengthening de- 
fenses and rolling up ordnance of all 
available kinds. 

Ready for Action. 

Inspection of the Japanese posi- 
tions indicated that the thousands of 
soldiers who poured into Shanghai 
over the last week-end were all set 
for’ whatever action their high com- 
mand might decide. 

It was estimated that 14,000 Japa- 
nese occupied a long line stretching 
from the northern borders of the In- 
ternational Settlement to Woosung, 
site of Chinese forts 16 miles away. 
Others were held in reserve. 

“The Chinese apparently intend ‘to 
remain where they are,” a Japanese 
officer at headquarters said. 

Japanese naval officers on the flag- 
ship Idzumo in the Whang river, 
behind the Japanese canals, said 
Chinese artillery threw numerous 
shells over the consulate and the flag- 
aise during the. night.

Shanghai's foreign missionary com- 
munity, which numbers several thou- 
sand persons, almost without excep- 
tion expressed condemnation of the 
Japanese ultimatum. They said it 
apparently was intended to start new 
fighting, “which the Japanese seem 
to desire.” 

Some missionaries said they felt 
the terms of the ultimatum were so 
sweeping that it was impossible for 
the Chinese to meet them, such, for 
instance, as stopping the anti-Japa- 
nese boycott almost overnight and 
even withdrawing thousands of sol- 
diers within a comparatively few 
hours.

Payments for opefation and main- 
tenance of the ,general departments 
of Georgia amounted to $20,497,103, 
or $7.05 per capita. This includes

of the state. In 1929 the per capita 
fer operation and maintenance of 
general departments was $5.91 and 
in 1917, $2.48; 

Payments for operation and mainte- 
nance of public service . enterprises 
in 1930 amounted to $2,147; interest 
on debt $392,252, and outlays for 
permanent improvements $12,861,533. 
The total payments, therefore, for 
operation and maintenance of gen- 
eral departments and public service 
enterprises. for interest and outlay 
were $33,753,305. The totals include 
all payments for the year, whether 
made from current revenues or from 
the proceeds of bond issues. 

Of fhe governmental costs reported 
$15,792,310 was for highways, §$3.,- 
483,765 heing for maintenance and 
$12,308,545 for construction.

When Lesser Ury, the famous paint- 
er, died a few weeks ago in Berlin, 
people were shocked to learn through 
the newspapers of circumstantial evi- 


dence which pointed to the probabil- 
ity that this excellent artist had 
spent the last years of his life in utter 
destitution. Upon the discovery of 
thirty marks and bundles of newspa- 
pers in the safe of the world-famous 
painter, the international weeping Jag 
over the ingratitude of the world 
threatened to assume the proportions 
of a deluge. An honor-funeral was 
vote? to save Ury being buried amid 
paupers and suicides. It was all 
very sad. 

But the motif for the sadness was 
erroneous. For then something hap- 
pened that shocked people even more 
and that must have sobered the edito- 
rialists effectively for once. Ury’s un- 
tidy studio proved to be nothing less 
than a treasure chamber. « 

One oof the painter's friends, 

charged with making an_ inventory, 
who expected to find nothing but 
paintings, etchings and sketches, dis- 
covered a sizable package containing 
brand-new crisp thousand-mark notes. 
They dated from the amflation period 
and were worthless, but ten years ago 
Ury could have bought himself en- 
tire blocks of houses with this money. 
Continuing his search the friend found 
a@ thousand-mark note of recent issue; 
under a matress lay a pile of coin, 
elsewhere heaps of small denomination 
bank notes. 
As the search went on every nook 
and corner delivered up more money. 
In growing surprise the curator count- 
ed ten, twenty, thirty, forty-thousand 
marks in cash. A bundle of bonds 
worth thirty thousand marks appeared 
next, a string of pearls, susequently 
valued at twenty thousand marks, lay 
under a doormat. In short, it was 
plain that Lesser Ury had not died 
in poverty,

Slowly it dawned upon his friends 
that Ury in the latter years of his 
life had become the victim of a mono- 
mania. To the few visitors he re- 
ceived always complained of hard 
times and distress. But he never ac- 
cepted help or comfort.

TSE OF HANDS 
CHANGE IS NOT 
HARM T0 GAME 


Georgia Athletic Director 
Says Critics Will Like 
Alterations. 


(Editor’s Note: H. J. Stegeman, 
athletic director at the University of 
Georgia and a member of the na- 
tional football rules committee, will 
contribute td The Constitutior- sports 
section a series of articles discuss- 
ing the new grid rules. The first of 
the series appears below, and deals 
with the rule regulating ‘the use of 
hands.) 


By H. J. Stegeman, 
Member Rules Committee. 


The action of the football rules 
committee this year in deviating from 
the ‘policy of the last few years by 
making several ebanges in the rules 
has already caused considerable ‘com- 
ment, both complimentary and deroga- 
tory. It is almost a certainty, how- 
ever, that all of the criticism will dis- 
appear as an understanding of the 
reasons for the changes comes about 
and as the changes are assimilated 
fnto the game. 


Any action of the committee has 
always received severe criticism in 
past years. But it has always. been 
the history of the case that by the 
next fall many of the most outspoken 
critics have been reformed into en- 
thusiasts. This was the case of the 
shift rule, today accepted as one of 
the most satisfactory changes ever 
made in the game. There was an in- 
tense wave ‘of criticism when that 
rule was passed, but no one ever hears 
a word of it now. 

The same was true. of the screen 
pass rule, the fumble rule, the lateral 
pass rule. In fact a dozen or more 
important changes in the last six or 
seven years have changed the game 
into what it is today, the best reg- 
ulated intercollegiate game in exist- 
ence. None of the predictions that 
the game would be a molly-coddle af- 
fair or outdoor basketball or a pink 
tea have come true. 


MOST IMPORTANT. 


To my mind the most important 
change in the rules is the one relating 
to the use of hands by defensive line- 
men. In actual fact this rule has 
been in force for several years, in 
that it was illegal for a player to 
strike an opponent with the heel of 
the hand. But it was almost impos- 
sible to enforce this rule unless the 
action was so flagrant that it could 
be termed unnecessary roughness. 
Nearly all of the bad feeling. that 
springs up between teams and nearly 
all of the trouble that players have 
on the field among themselves comes 
from the use of hands on the head 
in the scrimmage line. 

The contact there is so personal 
and the methods of line play vary so 
greatly that offensive linemen are al- 
ways complaining to officials about 
illégal use of hands. The removal of 
this trouble will go a long way to- 
ward keeping rivals more friendly 
than any change that has been made 
in many years. 

If the methods of all coaches in 
teaching defensive line play were ex- 
actly the same there probably would

TAPE TROUBLES. 


Every one recalls the unnecessary 
taping of hands that was in vogue 
several years ago’ when the warriors 
in the line each brandished a pair of 
8 peri eseg that had been hands be- 
fore the adhesive tape was, applied. 
Ninety-nine per cent of thi¢ bandag- 
ing was for the purpose of damaging 
the opponent rather than for the pro- 
tection of the player wearing it. 

It is interesting to note that sev- 
eral of the most prominent coaches 
in the Southern conference were in 
favor of this change ‘before it was 
adopted. Byrd, of “Maryland: Thom- 
as, of Alabama: Wallace Wade, of 
Duke University: Backman, of Flor- 
ida; Laval, of South Carolina, and 
Alexander, of Georgia Tech, all were 
positive in demanding some ‘change in 
this rule. 

Mehre, of Georgia, was strong for 
a limitation of the use of hands with 
a suggestion that appeared to me to 
be the best of any received up to 
date. His suggestion was that at no 
time should a defensive man be al- 
lowed to draw his elbows behind his 
body in order to strike an opponent 
with the hand. I have no doubt but 
that the final interpretation of this 
rule will follow. along the line of 
Mehre’s suggestion. I imagine that 
with coaches of this caliber strongly 
advocating this change there was 
plenty of justification for it, and 
there is little likelihood that the game 
will be changed beeause of this re- 


vision. 
WISE WORDS. 


The rule will still allow defensive 
linemen to ward off or push aside 
their opponents by using the hands on 
the head. The aim of the rule was to 
eliminate the actual striking. I do 
not see that this will cause any trou- 
ble for officials, for any official who 
cannot distinguish between _ striking 
and pushing should not be officiating. 
It is the intent of the action that 
determines a foul in hair line differ- 
ences. 

Most certainly this rule will elim- 
inate the use of hands on the Head 
or face for the purpose of punishing 
an opponent. There should be no 
room on the football field for any 
athlete who practices such methods to- 
day or for any team whose coach

Other trucks have been 
hauling and still are hauling over our 
costly paved highways from six to 
nine tons with license tag for only a 
ton and half truck. 

“What can we do about it? We 
have contributed to the loss of busi- 
ness of the railroads by having muca 
of our freight sentjby trucks. We 
can stop that and/ make a point of 
seeing that all our freight is shipped 
by rail—that is if we want a rail- 
road.” 

Continued loss . of business will 
force the railroad to apply to the in- 
terstate commerce commission to junk 
the line, according to the Ocilla pa- 
per. This would leave the town with- 
out a railroad and no practical means 
of transporting heavy freight from 
the nearest freight office, it is said. 
As a consequence the people living 
along the line, from Abbeville to 
Ocilla, and throughout the section, 
would be seriously inconvenienced, it 
is claimed.
